Continuation 6f2. NOTE: The amendment has changed the method from elected TF factor blocking to a method of treating blood 
coagulation disorder, post-operative complication, immune disorder, atherosclerosis or inflammation. This new claim language may 
overcome the present art but it is also a rewriting of claim 33 ( which is non elected). Applicant cannot change the invention after an 
election and a search has been performed. Therefore the introduction of these claims would require further consideration ( including to 
see if there is support for these new limitations) and search. Also there are 112, paragraph 2 problems with the claims as written. 

The PTO 1449 submitted has not been considered for the following reasons. Applicant has submitted the IDS under 1 .97(b) and 
has checked the box which reads before the mailing date of the first Action on the merits. Then there is another checked box which states 
that the IDS has been submitted under 1 .97 (c) and there was an accompanying fee and no certification.
